Minutes of LE-HI-HO Board of Direetors Meeting - 10/7/82

Absent: Con Gallagher. 


Ed Ettinger developed a history of the members of the Board from 
1981 and 1982. Due to the number of resignations and appointments, 
it is important to keep track of who is serving on the Board for 
what period of time. The history was distussed., Ed will revise it 
and present it at the next meeting. 


The minutes of the September Board meeting were revised to delete 
the word "temporarily" before Ed Ettinger, president. 


The Board approved James Ruhf to replace Karl Hartmaier,. 
Jim Kresge was unanimously approved as Secretary of the Board. 


Lee Leavy completed and sent minutes to members of the Board for 
March, May, & June Board meetings and for "ebruary, March, & May 
general meetings, Then she notified the Board of her resignation. 
The Board aecepted her resignation, The Secretary will send her 
a "thank You” for her services, 


Lee Leavy gave Ed Ettinger further papers to fill out for 
incorporation, The Secretarv will send the necessary information 
to Chris Voltz, 


Ed Ettinger reported that he contacted "A.J," at Rosemary's and 
requested that she or Rosemary contact him about having general 
meetings there, He received no response, So we will continue to 
sehedule the Unitarian Church for our general meetings. Paul Kendall 
suggested that we use the R.E. Bluilding basement instead of the 
Fireplace Room of the church for our meetings. His suggestion met 
with approval and Ed Ettinger will check to see if this is possible.

We discussed "Con-Course”", the new social-oriented gay group getting 
started. Richard Rindos, its originator, was invited to this meeting 
by Con Gallagher and "d Ettinger, but was unable to attend. Ed had 
a talk with Richard, who exvressed his desire to have a group of about 
twenty-five veovle indevendent of association with LH-HI-HO, Ed had 
invited Richard to conduct social events within the framework of our 
group, but Richard refused his offer. The Board decided not to make 
offical recognition of Con-Course by mentioning it in our newsletter. 


The President will appoint a committee of three members (not members 
of the Board) to make four nominations for Board members at the 
November 1982 meeting. 


Con Gallagher constructed three very attractive posters with holders 
for the newsletter to be piaced at The Stonewall, Rosemary's & Candida's, 


Ed Ettinger suggested that we increase the number of newsletters 
published by one hundred for added distribution to the three bars. 
His suggestion was approved, 


Rick Balmer sent a letter to the Board requesting that we video-tape 
the first two episodes of the popular series "Brideshead Revisited" for 
the LE-HI-HO library. Twenty dollars ($20.00) was approved for this 
purpose and Ed Ettinger will take care of the taping. 


The next general meeting will be Sunday, Oct. 31 at 2:00 pm. 
Paul Kendall will handle a discussion of ideas for future meetings 
and rap sessions and other activities, He will list the ideas, try 
to reach consensus on five items, then break up into five groups for 
more detailed discussion and implementation of the ideas. 


Ed Ettinger requested that Fd Robinson try to develop some ideas 
for fund-raising for the coming year. "d agreed to give it a go, 


Fd Ettinger showed us a flyer for the film about homophobia and 
the Nazi persecution of gays during WW II called "Pink Triangles". 
The S, Williamsport group will be showing the film sometime in 
November, Ed said he would try to determine from the Department of 
Gay Affairs of the Unitarian Chureh if the film was good. He said that 
we might get it shown on WLVT-TV or at Lehigh University or show it 
at the Unitarian Church, The 35 minute film cost fifty dollars/day 
to rent, 


We received a request from Professor Williamson, Dept. of Sociology 
at Lehigh University to supply speakers once again for his Sexuality 
Course on Tuesday, Nov. 2, 1902 at noon, Rick Balmer has agreed to 
take on the request himself with help from others who have done this 
in the past. 


We received requests for speakers and information about newsletters 
from several members of the newly formed Gay Student Union at Muhlenberg 
College, Ed Ettinger will contact them and Rick Balmer has agreed to 
talk to them about supplying speakers. We agreed to invite a member 
from the Union to out next Board meeting and possibly consider one of 
their members for nomination to our Board of Directors. 


The Board agreed to meet the first Wednesday of Novemb 
to give Jim Kresse an extra day to prepare the davalevtar.: (11/3/62)
